There  were  48  deaths  during  the  year  compared  with  48  the  previous 
year,  giving  a death  rate  of  14*95  compared  with  15.08  in  1958*  Of 
these  deaths,  40  occurred  in  persons  aged  60  years  and  over. 

There  are  two  Homes  for  the  Aged  in  the  district  - Dolanog  and 
Bryn  Derwen  - and  15  deaths  occurred  amongst  the  residents. 

One  death  was  due  to  tuberculosis  compared  with  one  in  1958*  This 
case  was  not  on  the  tuberculosis  register.  It  appears  that  his  name  was 
removed  from  the  register  in  1952  as  ’’lost  sight  of11 . When  he  was 
recently  seen  he  was  sputum  negative  and  there  was  no  evidence  of  the 
disease  being  active  and  he  would  not  agree  to  enter  hospital  for  further 
investigation. 

Two  deaths  were  due  to  influenza  compared  with  NIL  the  previous 
year  and  3 were  due  to  pneumonia  compared  with  3 in  1958. 

There  were  no  deaths  due  to  any  other  infectious  disease. 

One  death  was  due  to  bronchitis  compared  with  2 the  previous  year. 

Deaths  from  cancer  totalled  5 compared  with  9 the  previous  year. 

Of  these,  one  death  was  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung  which  was  the  same 
as  in  1958* 

Deaths  due  to  vascular  lesions,  lesions  of  the  heart  and  lesions  of 
the  circulatory  system  totalled  24  compared  with  23  the  previous  year. 

Five  of  these  deaths  were  due  to  coronary  diseases  compared  with  2 in  195® * 

There  were  2 suicidal  deaths  during  the  year  compared  with  NIL  the 
previous  year. 

No  deaths  were  due  to  accidents  compared  with  4 in  1958 
Still  Births. 


The  Still-Birth  Bate  per  1,000  live  and  still  births  was  22.72 
compared  with  64*51  in  1958  and  20#7  for  England  and  Wales.  The  actual 
number  of  still-births  was  1.

The  total  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  (including  tuberculosis) 
notified  during  the  year  was  compared  with  13  cases  in  1958*  The  increase 
was  due  to  the  fact  that  19  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  compared 
with  NIL  the  previous  year.  15  of  these  cases  occurred  amongst  children 
attending  Llanrwst  Modern  School  and  the  remaining  4 cases  were  in  pre-school 
children. 

Four  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  compared  with  NIL  the  previous 
year.  These  occurred  in  members  of  the  one  family  who  had  eaten  tinned  steak. 
Various  specimens  were  sent  to  the  laboratory  for  examination,  but  no 
pathogenic  organisms  were  isolated  and  no  further  cases  were  notified. 


There  was  one  case  of  dysentery  notified  compared  with  4 'the  previous  year. 

During  tho  year,  general  practitioners  notified  several  cases  of  diarrhoea 
occuring  in  the  Urban  District,  but  no  specific  cause  was  found.  Samples  of 
milk  and  water  sent  for  bacteriological  examination  did  not  show  the  presence 
of  any  pathogenic  organisms. 

Ten  cases  of  measles  were  notified  compared  with  6 cases  in  195&* 

One  case  of  pneumonia  was  notified  compared  with  NIL  the  previous  year.

Poring  January,  the  Ministry  of  Pensions  and  National  Insurance  stated 
that  the  sickness  benefit  paid  out  during  the  week  ending  19th  January  showed 
an  increase  of  30 $ over  the  previous  week's  figures.  The  increase  was  due 
to  general  causes  and  not  to  any  one  specific  disease. 

PREVENTION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough. 

There  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria  notified  during  the  year  and  the 
general  population  must  not  forget  that  this  is  due  to  the  fact  that  children 
are  inoculated  against  this  disease.  It  is  most  essential  that  parents  should 
soe  that  their  children  have  this  preventive  treatment.  The  injections  are 
now  given  in  conjunction  with  those  for  whooping  cough*  three  injections 
being  given  at  monthly  intervals  commencing  when  the  child  is  aged  2-3 
months.  A booster  dose  is  given  when  the  child  is  4 - 5 years  and  another 
at  the  age  of  10  years. 

The  number  immunised  against  these  diseases  during  the  year  was  as  follows

It  appears  that  no  children  were  given  booster  injections  against 
diphtheria  in  the  area.  The  Principal  School  Medical  Officer  states  that 
this  was  due  to  the  fact  that  diphtheria  injections  were  suspended  for  part 
of  the  year  whilst  poliomyelitis  vaccination  was  being  carried  out.

Following  representation  by  the  Gwynedd  River  Board, 
the  Council  have  engaged  Messrs.  Richards  and  Dumblcton,  Consulting  Engineers 
of  Birmingham  to  prepare  a Scheme  for  the  partial  treatment  of  sewage  in  the 
town.

Scavenging  and  Refuse  Disposal* 


The  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  Toy  nenas  of  one  ’’Karrier11  Bantam 
low  loading  metal  covered  vehicle.  A weekly  collection  is  maintained  through- 
out the  urloan  area. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  Plas-yn-Dre  fields.  During  the  dry  summer 
some  considerable  trouble  occurred  due  to  fires,  and  complaints  were  received 
of  the  nuisance  from  smells  etc.  Paced  with  this  problem  the  Council  decided 
to  use  mechanical  aids  to  solve  the  problem,  and  purchased  a Perguson  tractor 
with  high  lift  loading  shovel.  The  disposal  of  the  refuse,  now  controlled, 
is  of  a much  higher  standard,  and  there  are  no  complaints.  Periodical 
treatment  of  tho  tip  against  rod„ent  infestation  has  also  resulted  in  reducing 
the  rat  population  on  the  tip  almost  to  nil.

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As  will  "be  observed  from  the  above  Table,  two  samples  of  milk  were 
certified  by  the  Public  Analyst  as  being  ’’Hot  Genuine” . Bach  of  these 
was  a sample  of  milk  bottled  at  a local  farm  and  found  to  be  deficient  in 
fat  which,  on  investigation,  proved  to  be  caused  by  failure  to  properly 
mix  the  whole  of  the  milk  of  the  herd  before  bottling  commenced.  In  neither 
instance  was  the  deficiency  sufficiently  serious  to  justify  legal  proceedings 
but  I visited  both  of  the  farms  concerned  and  advised  the  farmers  of  the 
deficiency  and  its  cause.  Each  was  cautioned  not  to  repeat  this  offence. 

There  was  no  trace  of  extraneous  x^ater  in  any  milk  sample  taken  in  the 
area  during  the  year. 

Ice  Cream- 


Seventeen  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  only  of  Ice  Cream,  and 
one  premises  for  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  lore  Cream.  Conditions  at  the 
premises  were  generally  found  to  be  satisfactory.  It  was  not  necessary  to 
take  any  action.  No  samples  of  ice  cream  wore  token  for  bacteriological 
examination. 

Milk. 


Six  samples  of  milk  were  sent  for  bacteriological  examination  during 
the  year,  all  samples  were  reported  as  satisfactory. 

Slaughterhouses. 

There  are  three  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  urban  area  and  licensed 
by  the  Council.  Consideration  of  the  minimum  standards  of  construction  and 
hygiene  for  slaughterhouses  in  accordance  with  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1358 
is  under  review  by  the  Council.  Reports  on  the  construction  of  the  slaughter- 
houses are  in  the  course  of  prexoaration  for  the  Minister  according  to  the 
Slaughterhouses  Reports  (Appointed  Day)  Order,  1959*

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Care  of  the  Aged. 


Several  visits  were  paid  to  aged  persons  requiring  care  and  attention. 
With  the  assistance  of  the  Health  Visitors  and  the  District  Nurses  a great 
deal  has  "been  done  to  help  these  people.  Often,  after  the  house  had  been 
cleaned  by  a home  help,  the  home  was  more  comfortable  and  it  was  possible 
for  the  aged  to  remain  in  their  own  home. 

Action  under  Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948*  was  not 
necessary,  although  in  one  instance,  the  Council  was  prepared  to  apply  to 
a Court  for  an  Order  for  the  removal  of  an  aged  man  who  lived  in  a stable. 
He  refused  to  move  although  a bed  was  offered  to  him  at  Dolanog,  Llanrwst. 
Eventually,  the  owner  of  the  stable  informed  him  that  he  wished  his  removal 
and  as  he  was  trespassing,  the  Police  Sergeant  came  to  our  assistance  and 
the  aged  person  immediately  removed  to  Dolanog  where  he  was  settling  down 
quite  well  at  the  beginning  of  I960. 

Schools. 


The  position  is  the  same  as  previously  reported. 
General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area. 


Laboratory  Service. 


The  Public  Health  Laboratory  is  at  Conway,  and  samples  of  water,  milk 
and  ice-cream  are  sent  there  for  bacteriological  examination.  Other  typos  of 
bacteriological  examinations  are  also  carried  out  there  to  aid  in  the 
diagnosis  of  illness,  e.g. . food  poisoning,  scarlet  fever,  meningitis,  etc. 

Ambulance  Service. 


This  service  is  controlled  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
at  Wrexham,  but  Denbigh,  Llanrwst  and  Llangernyw  ambulances  are  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Ambulance  Sub-Station  at  Colwyn  Day. 

There  are  six  ambulances  in  the  Western  No.  2 Health  Area  situated  at 
Denbigh,  Ruthin,  Llanrwst,  Llangernyw  and  Cerrig~y~Drudion,  with  one 
ambulance  at  each  station  except  at  Ruthin,  whore  there  are  two.  Two  stations 
i.e.  Llanrwst  and  Cerrig-y-Drudion  are  manned  by  voluntary  personnel,  but  at 
Denbigh,  Ruthin  and  Llangernyw,  full  time  drivers  are  employed.  To  supple- 
ment the  ambulances  use  is  made  of  local  taxi  proprietors  for  the  conveyance 
of  sitting  cases.  Ambulances  for  the  conveyance  of  infectious  cases  are  sent 
from  the  hospitals  concerned  at  Wrexham  and  Colwyn  Day.
